The government report made the con- 


dition of winter wheat April 1st, 81.4, 
against 8C.7 last year and 77.4) in 1893. 
In 1802 it won 81.2 in April, but the May 
condition was 84., the July 89.6, and at 
harvest 87. C, the yield per acre being 
13.4 bushels. Tho condition this year 
suggests a yield per aero of 12.2 bushels 
and a crop of 295,000,000 bushels, against 
328,000,000 bushels lost year. 
The 


Qvorogo condition by states was given as 
follows: Now York, 92; Pennsylvania, 
02; Kentucky, 86; Ohio, 86; Michigan, 78; 
Indiana, 83; Illinois, • 87; Missouri, 80; 
Kansas, 63; Nebraska, 45; California, 94. 


Tho report said: "Generally the last 


winter bos boon hard on wheat. The fall 
of 1804 wus dry and not favorable in 
many States either to germination or 
mulntonace of vitality ot the plant. The 
spring has been droughty over extensive 
areas. Much good, however, has been 
produced by rains in the latter part of 
March, particularly in Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri and Iowa. Moderate rains foil 
in Nebraska and South Dakota. It is re- 
ported that tho soil was so dry and had 
suffered so long from drought that it 
will require much heavier ruins to pro- 
duce permanent effect. The average 
date of seeding for tho whole country 
was Oct. 9. Vory littlo damage from the 
Uossion fly is reported." 


Tho tig u res are bullish on the face, 


but, ns thoro havo been good rains 
throughout tho winter wheat country 
tho lust ton days, tho crop has materially 
Improved, and tho trade take little stock 
in tho low condition as an important 
bull factor. 


Tho estimates on the condition were 


from 80 to 85. On the government fig- 
ures tho winter wheat crop was estimat- 
ed from 288,000,000 to 296,000,000 bu., 
but us to how much these figures aro 
worth based, as thoy are, on March con- 
ditions, consorvativo traders wore in- 
clined to bo skeptical. 


Tho crowd was bearish- on the report, 


not so much [on what it contained as 
owing to tho fact that itlelt tho close of 
tho month' of March in a condition 
where tho rains sinco would appear to 
,havo improved the crop so materially as 
to leave, previous conditions almost out 
tho question. 


It Is a Dead Letter. 


Chicago Evening Journal: The so- 


cialistic income tax is as if it irere not. 
What has boon loft of it by tho supreme 
court is practically a dead letter, for it 
has boon discovered thnt parsons who 
do not wish to pay tho tax can not bo 
compelled to do so. The law merely 
requires thorn to answer the questions 
put by collectors and to pay according 
to tho collectors' estimates. Thoro ure 
only 12G collectors provided for tho on- 
tiro country by tho law, (for it has been 
decided that deputy collectors can not 
visit taxpayers for tho purpose of assei 
mont. It is, of course', physically im- 
possible 
for tho 
collectors to visit 


any number of taxpayers within tho 
legal time, and those not so visited can 
not bo punished. Under the circum 
stances tho fow who shall havo boon 
visited and shall havo paid will have 
ground for suits to recover. 


Tho odious law will be repealed by the 


aoxt congress. In tho meantime it is 
only important as a scarecrow.

The erection of a costly monument 


in memory of an American Indian is 
an odd thing, but when the particular 
Indian to be thus remembered is still 
olive, it moke the matter all the more 
unique. 


A marble monument will soon adorn 


the last resting place of Indian Chief 
Knhshakes at Cape Fox, in Alaska, 
typifying the tribe and its chief. Chief 
Kahshakes is still alive, and though a 
very old man is not likely, by reason 
of good health, to be memorialized by 
the creation of his own fannies. The 
chief has hod this object in view for 
many years, and saved for that purpose. 
Ho designed the monument, had one of 
his own men carve out a two-foot model 
covering his allegorical creation, and 
then sent the model to a well-known 
sculptor, Mr. A. C. Thompson, who has 
completed the work. 


The monument, which cost Chief 


Kahshakes over $1,000, is of pure white 
Vermont marble, and although the 
sculptor was constrained to follow the 
design as regards an uncouth figure olj 
a beaver, he succeeded in giving to tho 
shaft, the eyrie and the eagle an artistic 
touch that reflects great credit on his 
ability as a sculptor, and which will no 
doubt greatly please the old chief when 
he sees it. The chief's idea of his monu- 
ment 
ii pillar resting on the back 


uf a be.i ji1. with an eagle on its nest, 
surmounting tho column. 


Kahshakes' monument is an allegori- 


cal representation of himself and his 
tribe. The beaver symbolizes indus- 
try, the characteristic of the tribe; the 
shaft the tribe itself, planted firmly on 
the rook of industry; the eyrie is the 
chief's home, supported and protected 
by tho tribe, and the eagle about to 
take his last flight represents Kahsha- 
kes at his death winging his way to- 
ward the setting sun to join his fore- 
fathers in tho happy hunting-grounds 
of tho spirit land. This allegory, still 
further carried out by tho rude poetlo 
mind of the untutored Indian, is to tho

This unique monument, complete, 


with a stone base under the beaver 
when set up, will have a total height 
of nine feet. The beaver on which the 
shaft rests is three and one-half fee< 
long; the shaft of the eyrie U five feel 
in height. The eagle In the crouching 
attitude of flying away from the ncsl 
is fifty-two inches from tip to tip, anc 
thirty-six Inches from bill to tall. The 
general cflect of tho whole monument 
though considerably modernized by the 
skill of Mr. Thompson, yet possesses 
many of the characteristics peculiar to 
the Alaska Indians. 


The Indian tribe, of which old Kah- 


shakes is the chief, is at Cape Fox, near 
New Metlakahtla, and comprises about 
1,000 of the best and the most intelli- 
gent of all the Indians that make up 
Duncan's missionary post in Alaska 
The Indians at Cape Fox are remnants 
of the ancient Chilkats. 


In character these Indians aro a 


strange composition—unemotional, mo- 
rose, 
unsympathetic, 
superstitious 


without the slightest idea of gratitude 
and having an astonishing respect for 
the property of others. When on a 
trading journey, or out hunting, they 
will leave their belongings hanging on 
bushes all along the trail; and snow 
shoes, sometimes a musket, blankets, a 
leg of smoked bear, a dried salmon 
are frequently noticed along an Indian 
path. 


These Indians in the old days dressed 


in skins, and had garments pictur- 
esquely fringed 
and tasseled, anc 


beuded and woven in with staiiicc 
swanquills. 
They wore bracelets ol 


copper and carried 
copper spears 


knives and arrows. In those days no 
ceremony was complete unless attendee 
by human sp.crifice; execution of slaves 
was of frequent occurrence, for super- 
stitious belief deemed disaster and ill- 
ness the doing of angry spirits, only to 
be appeased by the shedding of human 
blood. To-day they remain a single re- 
minder of their past greatness anc 
power.

BASE BALL ITS 1895. 


The New Rules Make the Umpire 


More of a Czar Than He Has 


Ever Been Before. 


The new league rules for base ball 


this jear put more power into the hands 
of Hia Royal Highness, the umpire, than 
ever before. He catt^fllW" players with 
. 


the same delightful promptness that the 
judge of a circuit court makes use of 
when he is confronted by an aggravating 
and troublesome attorney. Indeed, under 
the rules tho umpire must fine players 
for any and all misdemeanors, or subject 
himself to a fine for not doing his whole 
duty fearlessly in the Bight of man and 
tho base ball crapks, but we cannot 
learn 
from 
the rules who is to 


impose the fines on said 
recalcitrant 


umpire. The umpire, moreover, has 
his powers this year so enlarged that 
they affect everything "in sight" and 
in that respect 
are 
quite "out of 


sight," thus causing a 
paradoxical 


condition of things which ought to 
be brought to the notice of the base ball 
legislature when it holds next session. 
We refer to the rule which gives the 
umpire the 
"privilege" of electing 


from the grounds any spectator who be 
haves in such a way as to become ob- 
noxious to the umpire or his friends. 
Under this rule it will not be sufficient 
to show a check for a reserved spat to 
secure immunity from the action of this 
law. Its effect will be destructive of 
half the fun of seeing the national game. 
There can be no more puying the horse- 
play of the players who are working 
without that ambition for glory that is 
necessary to make the game exciting. 


There can be no more howling at the 


"unjust" and "rotten" rulings of the 
umpire who makes a decision adverse 
totheclubon which we have placed 
our money. Demonstrations of this kind 
will not be permitted by tho umpire. He 
doesn't have to stand it under tho 1895 
rules, 
because 
ho 
has 
tho priv- 


ilege of ejecting 
from 
the grounds 


any spectator who does not observe 
strictly the rules of etiquette as laid 
down in the recoct treatise on "How to 
Behave at a funeral or Ball Game." We 
believe, however, that if the ordinary 
base bill crowd gets disgusted and 
aroused, as they have been known to do 
on unusual occasions in tho past, that the 
umpire would have a hard time in en- 
forcing tho rule. 


Wo are to have base ball this summer 


and we will wager two to one that the 
crowd will yell with the same freedom, 
and tho umpire will receive tho jeers and 
jibes of the crowd with the same meek- 
ness and ignore their advice with the 
same determination that has been shown 
in the past. Great is the umpire and 
great is the national game of America, 
and gruat will be tho happiness of tho 
base ball enthusiast when the season 
opens.

Burial at Greenwood Cemetery— 


Sketch of His Life. 


The mortal remains m" the late Rev. 


Arthur Bradshaw were laid at Iest in 


Greenwood cemetery Wednesday aften- 
uoon, theiservices at the grave being in 
charge of W. S. Calhoun, pastor of the 
Methodist church at Tuscola, where 
Mr. 
Bradshaw died, and where on 


Wednesday evening the funeral ser- 
vices were held. This sketch prepared 
by Mr. Calhoun and read at tho ser- 
vice is givon below in part: 


Rev. Arthur Bradshaw was born July 


19, 1912, m 
Shelbyville, Ky. Of his 


boyhood and young manhood there is 
little data. In 1831 he was married to 
Elizabeth Simpson, Ten children were 
born to them 
Those surviving are 


George, Anna Hamsher, Sarah E. Lacy, 
Arthur and Alice. In Wayne county, 
this state, in 1827, when 15 years of age, 
on a Sabbath morning, where Rev. Chas. 
Sloe urn was preaching the sermon of a 
husband and wife, young Bradshaw was 
led into a saving knowledge of the truth. 
So overwhelming was the power that 
wrought tho transformation that for 
several hours he was deprived of his 
sight. He entered the ministry on trial 
in 1836, retiring after a long and effective 
work ID 1876. In April, 18S2, while at 
Urbana, Mrs. Bradsbnw was stricken 
with paralysis. She suffered patiently 
for six years, and then passed triumph 
antly into the realms of the blest' 
Mother Bradshaw died in Decatur. In

the 


'golden wedding'' of this couple was 
celebrated. It was an interesting and 
remarkable occasion. After the separa- 
tion, for a few years, they have joined 
each other again. For 57 years L'athe

A BIT OF NATURE'S BTEHEOTTPING. 


trees and marking 
on thorn with 


ganger's tools tho range, township and 
section numbers. Tho surveyor em- 
ployed by the Florida Land & Lum- 
ber company of Volusia county, Fla., 
recently, during the course of an ex- 
amination of the lands of the com- 
pany, split up a cypress tree in search 
of such corner marks. The ax sep- 
arated the chip, of which the above is 
a picture, and disclosed on the trunk 
of the tree the marks for which he 
searched. The marks, -'R. 30, T. 14, S. 
S3,"appear in bas-relief on the concave 
side of the slab, or chip, and arc as dis- 
tinct as the original marks tvero when 
the surveyor made them on the trunk 
of the tree over sixty years ago. Every 
feature of the matrix is distinctly re- 
produced. 


The land company's surveyor sent 


tue followirig explanatory letter with 
the chip: 


"This curiosity is a chip cut off a 


cypress tree standing near the south- 
west corner of section 33, township 14, 
rango 80. These marks of the section, 
range and township numbers were cut 
into the tree by the CTnitcd States gov- 
ernment surveyor in 1834, and the new 
growth of the tree covered up and 
grew over the marks, taking the re- 
verse impression of the marks yet re- 
maining- on the tree. The chip was 
split off by me while examining the 
lands of the Florida Land & Lumber 
company. 
By reference to the map 


yon will see that this corner is in the 
edge of a cypress swamp. Many such 
marks were found by me, and this is 
one of the many proofs of the accuracy 
of my survey." 


The specimen will be sent by the 


owners to the New York Museum of 
Natural History.

'ho blows staggered, but did not stun 
ilm. The man on the sent with him 
.Iso" dreiv a revolver, and, leveling it 
at him, commanded him to get down, 
walk to the heads ol the horses and 


old their bridles. 
lie complied, nnd when he was there 
lie robbers ripped open and robbed 
he 
mails. 
After securing 510,000, 


vhlch was being shipped to one ol the 
ripple Creek banks, and several other 
-aluable packages, they rode off rap- 
dly into the mountains. 


Smith, who was very weak 
and 


deeding- profusely, drove into the city 
us quickly as possible. When he drove 
up In front of the Fargo express office 


fainted and fell from the scat. 


. Smith has three bad sculp wounds 
and is very weak from loss of blood, 
le was not able to give a pood clescrip- 
ion of the robbers; but they were 
een alongside the road shortly before 
he robbury by Ed Hull, of the Grand 
Transfer, who described them as fol- 
ows:

He Had Eloped with a Beautiful Worn-'' 


an of Whom, in an Evil Hour, He 


Had Become Enamored— 


His Tragic Death. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 13.—It is now 
iscloaed that pecuniary trouble did 


not cause the suicide of Freeland 
)eshon, the 
wealthy 
farmer who 


tilled himself at his home, south of 
,his city. 
Deshon was the victim of 


remorse, and when the hideous wrong 
ie had committed .against his wife 
and children arose to confront him he 
could not face it, and took his life. 


Several weeks ago Deshon disap- 


>eared suddenly and could not be 
ound. He was rich and highly rc- 
ipected and no reason was kuowu for 
iis mysterious disappearance. 
The 


country was searched in vain. 


One day he reappeared at his home 


as suddenly as he had gone away. He 
•reeled his wife and children in a hes- 
itating manner, but offered no expla- 
nation for his absence. They gath- 
ered about him and made inquiries, 
jut he did not answer. Deshon sat 
down at a table in the corner of the 
-com and took a picture from his 
pocket. It was the photograph of a 
voman, and after looking- at it long 
and earnestly the farmer turned it 
over and wrote on the white surface: 
'We shall never meet again." 
He threw the picture in the direc- 


jon of his wife, and while she looked 
at it he drew a revolver from his pocket 
and shot himself in the right temple. 
An instant later his hoad was in his 
wife's arms and he died without speak- 
ing. 


When Coroner Islaub held an in- 


quest the next day, the cause of De- 
shon's suicide was not revealed. His 
wife did not then know the name of 
the strange woman whose picture he 
had fj-iven her, and had not learned 
ivhat a blow she was to suffer. 
' Since Deshon was buried "the story 
lias been learned, and his widow has 
told it to the coroner. 
Debhon ran 


away with another woman, and re- 
pented the steD he had taken a week 
ifter their Sight. Several months ago 
lie met Mrs. IJenie Specrs, of this city, 
and 
became 
infatuated 
with her. 


They met frequently at the home of 
her sister and at other places, but no 
whisper of it reached Deslion's wife. 
The elopement followed. Where they 
were hidden from the time they left 
Missouri until 
Deshon came back 


to.end his wretched existence has not 
been learned, although their flight 
has been traced to places in Kansas, 
where they were known as Daniel 
Speers. and wife. The woman is known 
to have lived at Smith Center, Kan., 
but they did. not go there. The pho- 
tograph Deshon brought back with 
him is still in the possession'of his 
widow. 
It pictures a feice that ia 


beautiful—and was fatal to the un- 
fortunate farmer. 


A FATAL KIOT 


Between Natives ami Foreigner! at Slloam 


Springs, Ark. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark,, April l:i.—A fa- 


tal riot occurred Thursday night at 
Siloam Springs, near here, among the 
railroad men employed on construc- 
tion work. Two of the rioters were 
killed 
in 
self-defense by Deputy 


United States Marshal Proctor, and 
two men who had previously quar- 
relled among themselves were fatally 
wounded by each other. 


There has been trouble for some 


months on account of the laborers be- 
ing divided as to nationality, the na 
tive Americans being arrayed against 
the foreigners. A serious row started 
two or three weeks ago, and only the 
prompt intervention of the officers 
prevented bloodshed. 


Thursday night Glendenning and 


Fleming, two of the laborers, quar- 
reled on some private account. Pis- 
tols were drawn and both fired at each 
other. When they fell fatally wounded 
all the men in the camp were at- 
tracted to the scene of the shooting. 
The excitement precipitated the riot 
which had been so long pent up. 
Aliens and Americans fought fero- 
ciously with clubs, knives and stones 
and there was much firing at random 
on both sides. 


Deputy Marshal Proctor ordered the 


rioters to disperse, but he was set 
upon by the bloodthirsty natives and 
shot. Seeing that his life was in dan> 
ger, he shot at his assailants, killing 
two. The officer was seriously wouudec 
twice, but his brave and prompt ac 
tion stopped the riot. 
A few of the ri- 


oters were arrested and the others es- 
caped.

iad the best, by refusing to talk French 
any longer. The Frenchmen being un- 
able to understand a word of German, 
understood it was useless to insist, and 
gave their signatures, granting to Ger- 
many the possession of Alsace and Lor- 
raine, -an indemnity of 31,000,000,000 and 
many other advantages. Bismarck pro- 
Dosed at once to the landlord of the 
louse to buy his table, offering an enor- 
mous price for it. That gentleman posi- 
;ivelv refused, and for several years 
exhibited tho table to anyone who 
wished to see it. 
It was not the gen- 


uine article, though, because Bismarck 
iad a duplicate made during the night 
jy skillful workmen, and sent the orig-- 
.nal to Berlin. 
The imitation was so 


perfect that the gentleman from Ver- 
sailles never discovered the truth until 
1876, at which time the chancellor had 
;he table in the library of his palace in 
Berlin. Tho owner made a trip to the 
erman capital and threatened to enter 


a lawsuit. He was offered money, but 
refused it. He wanted Bismarck to be 
arrested for robbery, and for his trouble 
was taken back to the frontier by the 
police. On his return to Versailles he 
lorwarded to the chancellor an open 
.etter, in which he stated the case, even 
accusing the German statesman of 
having taken his dining-room clock. 
The Frenchman, who, by the way, is 
very wealthy, has taken the oath that 
tie will equip, at his expense, a com- 
pany of sharpshooters to regain pos- 
session of tho table if the war of re- 
venge ever takes place.

of descent, from whom he bases his 
claim to the throne of France. The 
duke was born at York house, Twicken- 
ham, England, 
in 1809. 
Comte de 


Paris in August, 1873, had an interview 
at Frohsdorf with other royal claim- 
ants and there waived his claim to the 
throne in favor of Comte de Chambord. 
By the death of the latter, however, in 
August, 1883, Comte de Paris be- 
came the undisputed head of the house 
of Bourbon and the claim of his son, 
the present Due d'Orleans, Is as fully 
recognized as rightful by the royalist

Scores of Bright and Brainy. Wo- 


men in Convention A»- 


Bembled. 


A H«nrty Welcome by .Doeatnr 


Entortalnment—KecepUoa—Beinartn. 


From Thursday's Dally. 


The twenty-second annual state con- 


vention of the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
Association 'is now in full swing in 
the handsomely decorated assembly room 
of the Woman's Club House, north 
eida Cefitral Park, and JD the convention 
body are many bright and brainy wo- 
men who have been in the lead in the 
battle for equal suffrage. 
They have 


fought for the right to vote in munici-, 
pal aBairs until because of the opposi- 
tion on the liquor interest, feeling that 
their cause is handicapped 
in that 


course, they have taken a now tact, and 
are now banded together in tho effort to 
obtain township suffrage, which if grant- 
ed will not affect the license question. 
The women adopted this plan of action 
at the state convention held at Danville 
a year ago, and this week the bill formu- 
lated has been considered in the legisla- 
ture. It was defeated in the Senate and 
now the House will pass on the measure. 
Yesterday many of the ladiea at the con- 
vention wore at Springfield and were 
given the use of Representative hall to 
make their claims for their cause. They 
arrived in Decatur last night highly 
gratified with their experience at the 
capital. They feel that light is breaking 
and that ultimately they will be victo- 
rious. , 


PUBLIC RECEPTION. 


The delegates to the convention on 


their arrival in Decatur last evening 
were met at the trains by the reception 
Committees and escorted to the Arcade 
Hot«l, and later they repaired to the 
\Voman's Club House, where the formal 
reception was held in the presence of a 
large audience. 


Mrs. Mary E. Holmes, of Chicago, the 


president of the state association, pre- 
sided. She is a lady of fine presence, 
and possesses ideal executive ability. 
She has a class of 200 pupils at Dr, Gun- 
saulua' church in Chicago, and she is 
identified with many noble enterprises 
for the good of humanity. 


Mrs. Eugenia M.,Bacon, tho president, 


gave the address of welcome on behalf 
of tho Woman's Club, Tho address 
was replete with genuine words of wel- 
come, with complimentary references to 
the talent present and the cause repre- 
sented. 


Mrs. A. C. Foulke, president, gave the 


welcome on behalf of 
the 
Decatur 


Equal Suffrage Association, which has 
a membership of 52. The welcome-was 
thoroughly cordial. She said that men 
and women were created equal and 
that the battle for equality was nearly 
won. 
o 


Mrs. Sullie Harwood welcomed the 


delegates in a beautiful address op be 
half of the Woman's Relief Corps, of 
which she is president. The lady ex- 
tolled tho G. A, R. and the W. R. C. and 
stated what the Decatur women hud 
done at the polls at the echool elections, 


Rev. R. G. Hobbs nest welcomed the 


delegates on behalf of the ministers of 
Decatur. When Mr. Hobbs was called 
upon he was in the north end of the hall, 
and he brought forth a burst of laugh- 
ter by saying: "May 1 speak from this 
end of the hall? I'm only a man, you 
know, and I 
" but here the laughter 


interrupted him. Mr. Hobbs followed 
his welcome words with a short address 
on equal suffrage. 


The responses were by delegates to 


the convention. 


Rev. Celia Parker Wooloy, a regularly 


ordained minister of the Uoiversalist 
church, responded to the addresses uf 
welcome on behalf of the Woman's Club 
and the Decatur ministers. She spoke 
first of the work of women's clubs, 
cidontal to this sho gave a shortsketch 
of the life of Marnaret Fuller, of -sog 
ton, who was the first worker of promi- 
nence in this Hoe. She then spoke of 
women's clubs -Bind of her desire to see 
them grow larger and multiply in num- 
bers. 


Hori. M. B. Castle of Sandwich, 111., 


chairman of the executive committee of 
the Equal Suffrage Asdocintion and 
editor of tho State Suffragist, 
also a 


banker for 39 years, next made a short 
speech. Ho thankod all for their kind 
welcome and then spoko on the general 
topic of tho evening—equal suffrage. 
He eulogized tha women- of the past, 
present and future, and said that always 
the milestones of the world's progress 
hnd been tho milestones of woman's 
progress, and that it will be in the fu- 
ture as it has in the past. 


Mrs. Emma Smith De Voe made the 


last address of the evening. 
She is a 


tunmbor of the W. R. C., and responded 
to Mrs. Harwood's address of welcome. 
She said for Decatur to have no fear for 
their city, for the association would 
promise to act no worse than did the 
Indiana legislature at tho closing of its 
session. She then spoke of there being 
no angels mentioned in the Bible as be- 
ing women, and followed this by saying 
that the women would let the men be 
tho angels, but tae women would vote, 
adding that the exchange would not be 
robbery. She followed with an appeal 
for equal suffrage and closed her address, 
amid great applause.

The convention assembled at 0:30, but 
he delegates were a little Blow in reach 


•ing the hall. It was some minutes past 
the hour when Rev. A. W. Hawkins 
stepped on the platform'to open the ses- 
sion with prayer. Mrs. Mary E. Holmes 
announced

Smith, of Springfield, had been selected 
to lead the singing. A nunrber of leaf- 
lets containing songs composed by Mrs. 
Smith for the occasion were distributed, 
and the audience joined heartily. Mrs. 
Frank Hubbard, of Chicago, was elected 
a&Btant Becrtitory, and the convention 


settled down to business. The next 
step was the appointment of committees, 
and Mrs. Foulke, of 
Decatur, 
and 


Mrs. Denmore, of Chicago, were se- 
lected to look 
after 
credentials. 


Mrs. Leach, 
of 
Kinde"rhook, 
read 


an interesting pnpep^on the distri- 
bution of literature.*'V'Thousands of 
copies of suffragist papers and leaflets 
have been sown broadcast throughout 
the state. The report was accepted. 


A telegram was received from the 


Adams county W. C. T. U. convention,"! 
sending greeting. Tho message was ac- 
cepted and the secretary was instructed 
to answer. 


The report of Mrs. S. A. Giddings, of 


Danville, on fair work waa read by the 
secretary, aa was the report on suffrage 
contests by Mrs. Carrie Ashton Johnson, 
of Rockford. 


The report of the press superintend- 


ent, Mrs. Julia Mills Dunn, of Moline, 
was read by the secretary. The lady 
had devoted her energies largely to the 
syndicate publishers and a great deal of 
matter has been prepared and published 
through these agencies. 


The parlor meetings conducted by 


Mrs. C. Eastman, of Chicago, were de- 
scribed by Mrs. McCullouch, of Chicago, 
who, by the way, is an able and eloquent 
attorney, well known to the bar of the 
big city. 


At this point it was moved that the 


visitors, ladies and gentlemen.be allowed 
the privileges of the convention. This 
harmless little resolution provoked a 
heated discussion in which half a dozen 
members participated and talked just 
like the horrid men, and succeeded 
in becoming entangled in a maze of 
resolutions, after tho fashion of the 
aforesaid men. It finally developed that 
Mrs. McColloch's legal mind had de- 
tected the fact that if the visitors were 
not given the freedom of the floor they 
would in all probability purchase mem- 
bership cards, and thus become full 
fledged members of the association. 
After much discussion it was decided by 
vote that visitors should be allowed to 
serve on committees and participate in

ture the convention fell into a tangle 
but were unraveled by Mrs. McColIoch, 
who finally succeeded in forming the 
delegates into groups, by districts.

He noted and instanced facts where girls 
had been sold by their parents for mone- 
tary considerations, and the law had 
never interfered. In answer to the in- 
quiry, he stated the practice wag not un- 
common among Poles, Russians and 
Italians, and that these persons were 
allowed the right of suffrage, which

intelligence 
and 
high 
character. 


One reason of municipal misrule is be- 
cause the best men refuse to vote or 
take part in the elections. A movement 
by good, true women will forco the men 
who are lax in their political duties to 
pay more attention thereto, and thus 
many municipal evils will be corrected. 


The report was followed by an address 


by Mrs. Holmes, which she designated 
as her annual report. The address was 
earnest, practical, and to tho point, and 
clearly outlined the work before the so- 
ciety for the coming year.

Mrs. Mary Metzger, of Moline, gave an 


interesting, account of a visitto Colorado, 
and described the workings of equal 
suffrage in that state.

hei compliments to the Illinois legisla- 
ture. 
Ex-Mayoress Paxton, of Kiowa, 


Kansas, who enjoys the distinction of 
ruling a typical wild west town, when 
the men.had given up the taskin dispair, 
was then introduced. She told of her 
trials and tribulations as an office holder. 
She refused to accept money from the 
local saloons, and although the men 
prophesied dire disaster, brought her 
town through with a handsome balance 
in the treasury. 
The lady's remarks 


wakened the wildest enthusiasm, and 
when she concluded was given the 
Chautauqua salute amid great enthusi- 
asm. 


Mrs. Eddy, of Kewanee, told how 1,000 


women of that town registered nnd voted. 
By their votes they smashed a corrupt 
school ring which had existed /or 13 
years although the ringster had placed 
two women on their ticket as a bait. A 
musical selection by the Misses Edna 
Bunn and Addie Ebert of this city then 
favored the audience with a fine piano 
and vocal s»lections, after which Mrs. 
Miller told how the Republican ladiea 
had managed the campaign in the 31th 
ward of Chicago, Senator Castle de- 
scribed the work of the SUFFRAGIST and 
Mrs. Henderson, from the committee on 
State work, followed with an interesting 
speech regarding the work of organiza- 
tion in this state. 
After transacting 


some business of minor importance the 
convention adjourned.

parted for their homes. 


The closing address was given by Mrs. 


L. C. Shea, of Danville, her subject be- 
ing "General progress in legislative work 
and reference to the flag owned b; the 
Association.**^ In the i course of her 


speech she gave a history of the flag 
which, was presented to the society in 
1991. The flag has a star for each state 
in the Union, and the stars representing 
Colorado and Wyoming were much 
larger than the others, showing that 
these states were more enlightened than 
the others are, as they had granted suf- 
frage to women. The flag was exhibited 
on the platform, and the speaker said 
that it would be given to the Woman's 
Club of this city to be cared for until 
the next meeting of the society. 


Mrs. Smith moved that the little girls, 


Bertie Troutman and Mary Allison, who 
had acted as pages during the session, 
should each be presented with a little 
book on the suffrage question to show 
the appreciation of the society for their 
efficient work. 


The 
resolutions adopted included 


thanks to the Woman's Ciub, to the 
people for 
home entertainment, the 


clergy, the press and the pages for their 
services and courtesies, and further: 
'We desire to recognize the sacrificing 
labor of the president and secretary who 
have done so much for the state work, 
and especially to give expression of our 
deep obligations to Mrs. McCulloch, 
of the legislative committee, for her 
laborious attention to suffrage work, 
to which we owe the fact that we have 
two women holding office as trustees of 
the State University." 


Resolved, That the Illinois Equal 


Suffrage Association work on strictly 
non-partisan and non-sectarian lines, as 
we believe in BO doing wa may best com- 
bine people of all shades of politics and 
religions on the one lineof equal suffrage. 


Resolved, That we congratulate the 


suffrage workers of 
Illinois on the 


progress being made at 
home and 


abroad. In our state we have recogni- 
tion of all parties in their nominating 
conventions, and the recognition of the 
justice of our demands by the election 
of women to tho trusteeship of the state 
university. Especially 
do 
we con- 


gratulate the women of Colorado on be- 
ing represented in the general assembly 
by those who best Understand what the 
rights and privileges of woman should 
be, and for giving Wyoming tho support 
and companionship of another state 
upon their 
banner of full freedom. 


Looking abroad we are encouraged by 
the growth of recognition of our princi- 
ples in all civilized nations, even far off 
Australia having extended political priv- 
ileges to women over a territory as great 
as from our Atlantic seaboard to the 
Mississippi river. 


Resolved, That we have received great 


inspiration in the convention by the par- 
ticipation of foreign born women of 
great influence among their countrymen, 
and as they are denied in this land of 
freedom the rights of franchise which 
they have enjoyed in many foreign mon- 
archies we invite their co-operation in 
securing for us and themselves a fuller 
measure of the liberty and equality 
guaranteed by tho constitution of tho 
nation of their adoption. 


Tho report for the committee on plan 


of work was made by Mrs. Washburn of 
Chicago. It was resolved to either elect

HAY CHANGE THE ASPECT OF fiFFAIES. 


What England Might Resort To to En- 


force Payment of 
Her 
Claims 


Against Nicaragua—The ^Lat- 


ter May Pay Under Protest. 


WASHINGTON, April

Britain, as reported, considers Nica- 
ragua's reply an unsatisfactory answer 
to her ultimatum and proceeds to take 
immediate steps for the collection of 
the demanded "smart money" for the 
expulsion of Hatch, the Nicaragua in- 
cident will immediately take on a new 
asoect. 
It is understood that the 


terms of the Nicaraguan diplomatic 
note were submitted to and approved 
by this government before delivery 
to

jection of Nicaragua's proposition, the 
controversy returns to the same con- 
ditions which existed before the reply 
was made, except that the payment of 
the £15,000 demanded is now due, th(s 
seven weeks from February 2C having 
expired yesterday. The United States 
has already been assured that no Nica- 
raguun port where American interests 
are important .will be bombarded, but 
the question of Great Britain's attach- 
ing Nicaragua's custom receipts is still 
an open one, in which the United 
Status, it is said at the state depart- 
ment, has not yet made any repre- 
sentations. 


A member of the diplomatic corps 


said to-day that tho United States 
would not bo warranted in interfering- 
with Great liritain in the collection of 
legitimate debts, providing no injury 
was iuilicted on the interests of the 
United States, which are recognized 
by all nations as paramount ou tlio 
American isthmus and especially in 
any country which included territory 
available for .interaceanic transporta- 
tion by canal or othcru ise. 


As to the measures which Great lirit- 


ain might resort to to enforce payment 
of her claims against Nicarag-ua (sliort 
of bombarding Grey town, which is not 
a probable step), it is suggested block- 
ade of Nicaragua ports could be ef- 
fected so as to prevent their vocation 
until a settlement had been reached.

Corinto and collect all duties on im- 
ports into the country until the sum 
thus collected equalled tho amount of 
the demand made. To do this, how- 
ever, she will bo compelled to land a 
force of marines in the town and 
would bo therefore, for the time being-, 
in the possession of Nidi-agnail soil. 


There is good authority for thij 


statement that Nicaragua, rather than 
resort to war with Great Britain, will 
probably pay the money demanded. 
She will, however, pay it under pro- 
test and insist that it lias been wrung 
from her arbitrarily and by force, and 
that in thus yielding to the inevitiiblo 
she cannot be understood as agreeing 
that the claim is a just one'until it 
shall first have been passed upon by a 
board of arbitration.
